ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 13.—(/)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said tonight in 
a radio speech that the federal gov- 
ernment was obligated to step in and 
help care for the unemployed “when it 
becomes apparent that states and com- 
munities are unable to take care of 
the necessary relief work.” 

Speaking in reply to a question- 
naire sent him by ten welfare and 
social workers, the democratic presi- 
dential nominee laid down as his first 
relief principle that “the primary duty 
rests on the community, through local 


government and private agencies, to 
take care of the relief of unemploy- 
ment.” 

“But we then come to a situation 
where there are so many people out

Relief in New York. 

The New York governor told of 
how his state had dealt with the relief 
problem and said that where the 
state was unable to fulfill the obli- 
gation it “becomes the positive duty 
of the federal government to step in 
and help.” 

Regarding appropriations for public 
works, Mr. Roosevelt said “it would be 
advisable for governments of all kinds 
to set up in times of prosperity what 
might be called a nest egg to be used 
for public works in times of depres- 
sion.” 

He said that in principle bonds 
should be issued for only such public 
works as were of a self-sustaining 
character. 

“All public works—including fed- 
eral—must be considered from the 
point of view of the ability of the 
government treasury to pay for them,” 
he said.

inaugurate a definite long-range plan 

for dealing with all phases of public 

health and welfare, which are a proper 

concern of the federal zovernment.”

Practically all of the summer and early fall vegetables are gone 
now, and it behooves the home-maker to utilize the late fall ones to 
best advantage when planning menus for the family. 

Typical fall vegetables are squash, cabbage, onions, 
late carrots, egg plant. 

Instead of the quick-cooking and small amount of water used to 
prepare almost any one of the summer vegetables, we now come to a 
group that requires longer cooking and larger amounts of water. This 
does not mean, however, that the water in which these fall vegetables 
are cooked should be discarded, .for it contains as much mineral deposit 
as the water in which summer vegetables were cooked.

These fibrous, leafy outer coverings 
on cauliflower are usually thrown 
away, but they may be carefully wash- 
ed, cut up like celery would be for 
chop suey, and simmered or boiled ih 
a moderate amount of water. They 
are then highly seasoned and creamed, 
and are really delicious.

Text of Roosevelt Address 
On Unemployment Relief 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 13.—%)}— 
The text of Governor Koosevelt’s 
speech Thursday night follows: 

I am apenking to you from my 
desk in the executive mansion in 
Albany on a subject which is not 
in the narrower senye of the word 
political but which, becanse it is 
connected with government, vitally 
affects the lives of almost ° every 
man, woman and child in the Unit- 
ed States, 

I cannot, of course, answer the 
hundreds of questions which come to 
me in every mail, but a letter tote 
by 10 of the leading social welfare 
workers permits me to use their 
questions as a text for the expres- 
sion of certain great basic principles 
which are vital to us in this time 
of stress. 

The first question asks my position 
in relation to the duty of the fed- 
eral and state and local govern- 
ments to provide funds and aid for 
the relief of those who are out of 
work, . 

The problem therein outlined is 
one which ig very real in every sec- 
tion of the country as I have gvod 
reason to know. This was accen- 
tuated by what [I saw and heard on 
my recent trip to the Pacific coast. 


GOVERNMENT OWES DEBT 
OF AID TO SUFFERING, 

Let me answer it by laying down 
what I believe to be certain cardinal 
principles. In. the first place even 
in an ideal community where no one 
is out of work, there would aiways 
be the need of welfare work conduct- 
ed through the churches, through pri- 
vate charity and by locai govern- 
ment—the need for clinics and hos- 
pitals and vocational training, the 
need for the care of the aged, tor 
care of mental cases and for care ol 
the crippled. Such communities 
where there is no upemployment are 
almost Utopian for even in times of 
prosperity there are always some 
unemployed—people who want 
work but can find no work, 

The first principle I would !ay 
down is that the primary duty rests 
on the community, through local 
government and private agencies, to 
take care of the relief ot unemploy- 
ment. But we then come to a situa- 
tion where there are so many people 
jut of work that local funds are in- 
sufficient. It seems clear to me that 
the organized society known as the 
state comes into the picture at this 
point, In other words, the obliga- 
tion of government is extended to the 
next higher unit. 

I practice what I preach, In 1950 
the state of New York greatly in- 
creased its employment service and 
kept in close touch with the ability 
of localities to take care of their 
own unemployed. But the summer of 
1931 it became apparent to me that 
actual state funds and a state-super- 
vised system were imperative. 
called a special session of the legis- 
Jature and they appropriated a fund 
of $20,000,000 for unemployment 
relief, this fund to be reimbursed to 
the state through the doubling of 
our income taxes. Thus, the state 
of New York became the first among 
all the states to accept the definite 
obligation of supplementing local 
funds where these local funds were 
insufficient. 

STATE IS CREATED 
BY ITS CITIZENS. 


The administration of this great 
work has become a model for the 
rest of the country. Without setting 
up any complex machinery or any 
large overhead, the state of New 
York is working successfully through 
Jocal agencies, and in spite of the 
fact that over a million people are 
out of work and in need of aid in 
this one state alone, we have so far 
met at least the bare necessities of 
the case. This past spring the legis- 
lature appropriated another $5,000,- 
000 and on November 8 the voters 
will pass on a $30,000,000 bond issue 
to tide us over this winter and at 
least up to next summer. 

Finally, let me come to the last

step in the statement of the prin- 
ciple. I am very certain that the 
obligation extends beyond the states 
and to the federal government itself 
if and when it becomes apparent that 
states and communities are unable 
to take care of the necessary relief 
work, 

It may interest you to have me 
read a short quotation from my mes- 
sage to the legislature in 1931: 
“What is the state? It is the duly 
constituted representative of an or- 
ganized society of human _ beings 
created by them for their mutual 
protection and well-being. One of the 
duties of the state is that of caring 
for those of its citizens who find 
themselves the victims of such ad- 
verse circumstances .as make them 
unable to obtain even the necessities 
of mere existence without the aid 
of others. In broad terms. I assert 
that modern society, acting through 
its government, owes the definite 
obligation to prevent the starvation 
or the dire want of any of its fellow- 
men and women who try to main- 
tain themselves but cannot. To these 
unfortunate citizens aid must be ex- 
tended by the government; not as a 
matter of charity, but as a matter 
of social duty.” 

That principle which I laid down 
in 1931, I reaffirm. I not only re- 
affirm it, I go a step further and 
say that where the state itself is 
unable successfully to fulfill this 
obligation which lies upon it, it, then 
becomes the positive duty of the fed- 
eral government to step in to help. 


THREE YEARS TO TEACH 
G. 0. P. HUMAN NEED. 


In the words of our democratic 
national platform the federal govern- 
ment has a “continuous responsi- 
bility for human welfare, especially 
for the protection of children.” That 
duty and responsibility the federal 
government should carry out prompt- 
ly, fearlessly and generously. It 
took the present republican adminis- 
tration in Washington almost three 
years to recognize this principle. Il 
have recounted to you in other 
speeches, and it is a matter of gen- 
eral information that for at least two 
years after the crash the only ef- 
forts made by the national adminis- 
tration to cope with the distress of 
unemployment, were to deny its ex- 
istence. When finally this year, 
after attempts at concealment and 
minimizing had failed, when they 
were at last forced to recognize the 
fact of suffering among millions of 
unemployed, appropriations of fed- 
eral funds for assistance to states 
were finally made. 

I think it is fair to point out 
that a complete program of unem- 
ployment relief was on my recom- 
mendation actually under way in the 
state of New York over a year ago 
and that in Washington relief funds 
in any large volume were not pro- 
vided until this summer, and at that 
they were pushed through at the de- 
mand of the congress rather than 
through the leadership of the presi- 
dent of the United States. 

At the same time I have constant- 
ly reiterated my conviction, that the 
expenditures of cities, states and fed- 
eral government must be reduced in 
the interest of the nation as a whole. 
I believe there are many ways iD 
which such reduction of expenditures 
can take place, but I am utterly un- 
willing that economy should be prac- 


ticed at the expense of starving peo- | 


ple. We must economize in other 
ways, but it shal] never be said that 
the American people have refused 
to provide the necessities of life to 
those who, through no fault of their 
own, are unable to feed, clothe and 
house themselves. The first obliga- 
tion of government is the protection 
of the welfare and well-being—the 
very existence—of its citizens, 

So much for that. 


MUST PROVIDE BUDGET 
FOR NEW CONSTRUCTION. 


The next question asks my atti- 
tude towards appropriations for pub- 
lic works as an aid to unemploy- 
ment. I am perfectly clear as to 
— principles involved in this case 
aiso, 

‘From the long range point of view 
it would be advisable for govern- 
ments of all kinds to set up in times 
of prosperity what might be called 
a nest egg to be used for public works 
in times of depression. That is a 
policy which we should initiate when 
we get back to good times. 

But there is the immediate pos- 
sibility of helping the emergency 
through appropriations for -public 
works. One question, however, must 
be answered first, because of the 
simple fact that these public works 
cost money. We all know that gov-

in the casé of the federal treasury 
thoroug unsound financial policies 
have made its situation not exactly 
desperate but at least threatening to 
future stability if the policies of the: 
present administration are continued. 
All public works—including federal— 
must be co ered from the point of 
view of the ahility of the govern- 
ment treasury to pay for them, There 
are two ways of paying for public 
works. One is by sale of bonds. 
In principle such bonds should be is- 
sued only to pay for self-sustaining 
projects or for structures which will, 
without question; have a usefu) life 
over a long period of years. The 
other method of payment is from 
current revenues, which in these days 
means in most cases added taxes. 

And we all know that there is a 
very definite limit to the increase 
of taxes above the present level. 

From this point, therefore, I can 
go on and say that if funds can be 
properly provided by the federal gov- 
ernment for increased appropriations 
for public works, we must examine 
the character of those public works. 
I have already spoken of that type 
which ig self-sustaining. These 
should be greatly encouraged. 

FAVORS INSURANCE 
AGAINST UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The other type is that of. public 
works which are honestly essential 
to the community. Each case must 
rest an its own merits. It is im- 
possible, for example, to say that all 
parks or all playgrounds are essen- 
tial. One may be and another may 
not be. 

If a school, for instance, has no 
playground, it is obvious that the 
furnishing of a playground is a 
necessity to the community. But if 
the school already has a playground 
and some people seek merely to en- 
large it, there may be a very definite 
question as to how necessary that 
enlargement is. Let me cite an- 
other example. I am much interest- 
ed in providing better housing ac- 
commodations for the poor in our 
great cities. If a slum area can 
be torn down and new modern 
buildings put up, I should call that 
almost a human necessity, but on the 
other hand the mere erection of new 
buildings in some other part of the 
city while allowing the slums to re- 
main raises at once a question of 
necessity. I am confident that the 
federal government working in co- 
operation with states and cities can 
do much to carry on increased public 
works and along lines which are 
sound from the economic and finan- 
cial point of view. 

Now, I come to another question. 
I am asked whether I favor a system 
of unemployment insurance reserves 
made compulsory by the states, sup- 
plemented by a system of federaliy 
co-ordinated state employment offices 
to facilitate the re-employment of 
jobless workers. 

The first part of the question is 
directly answered by the democratic 
platform which advocates unemploy- 
ment insurance under state laws. 
This is no new policy for me I 
have advocated unemployment insur- 
ance in my own state fér some time, 
and, indeed, last year six eastern 
governors were my guests at a con- 
ference which resulted in the draw- 
ing up of what might be called an 
ileal plan of unemployment insur- 
ance. 

This type of insurance is not a 
cure-all, but it provides at least a 
cushion to mitigate unemployment ‘in 
times of depression, It is sound if, 
after starting it, we stick to the 
prineiple of sound ‘insurance financ- 
ing. It is only where governments 
as in some European countries have 
failed to live up to these sound prin- 
ciples that unemployment insurance 
has been an economic failure. 


HEALTH, MORALS OF CHILDREN 


TO BE FIRST CONCERN, 


As to the co-ordinated employment 
offices, I can only. tell you that I 
was for the bilis sponsored by Sen- 
ator .Wagner, of my own state, and 
passed by the congress. They creat- 
ed a nationally co-ordinated system 
of employment offices operated by 
the individual states with the advis- 
ory co-operation of joint boards of 
employers and employes. To my very 
great regret this measure was vetoed 
by the president of the United States, 
I am certain that the federal gov- 
ernment can, by furnishing leader- 
ship, stimulate the various states to 
set up and co-ordinate practical, use- 
ful systems. 

These first three questions which 
I have discussed relate tp the relief 
of those who are unemployed, and it 
is perhaps logical that the next twe 
questions should relate to children, 
because we know that unemployment 
works a great hardship on the young 
people of the coming generation. I 
certainly favor the continuance of 
the fine work which has been done 
by the children’s bureau in Washing- 
ton, but at the same time we must 
not forget that the federal govern- 
ment through several other agencies 
is constantly working for the wel- 
fare of children. Attempts have been 
made to cut the appropriations for 
child welfare work. It seems to me 
that this is the last place in which 
we should seek to economize. I can- 
not agree with the member of Presi-

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
IS NEED OF TIMES. 


These are only a few of the many 
reasons why the federal government 
must continue to act as an agency 
to disseminate information about 
child welfare and to encourage states 
and local governments to raise their 
standards to the highest possible 
level, 

The last question relates to keep- 
ing children in school to the age 
of 16. I am in favor of that. Fur- 
thermore, I go along with the thought 
that we must increase vocational 
education for those children who 
otherwise would not receive adequate 
training. ‘Uhat kind of vocational 
training will raise the standards of 
worthwhile employment not only 
now but also in normal times. 

My own observation leads me to 
believe that in many parts of the 
country we have tended to an educa- 
tional system devised too greatly for 
academic training and professional 
careers. We know that already 
many of the professions are over- 
supplied and it is a fair guess that 
during the coming generation we 
shall devote more attention to edu- 
eating our boys and girls for voca- 
tional pursuits which are just as 
honorable, just as respectable, and 
in many instances just as remunera- 
tive as are the professions them- 
selves, 

The federal government, 
in any way taking away the right 
and the duty of the several states 
to manage their own educational af- 
fairs, can act-as a clearing house 
of information and as an incentive 
to higher standards. 

But the federal government has 
had no continuing policy for dealing 
with problems of public health and 
social welfare. In this as in other 


_activities a multiplicity of unrelated 
agencies have been developed hit or 


miss to deal with aspects of the 
same problem. The result has been 
waste of men and money; more 
costly and less efficient service than 
we should have. 


PRESENT ADMINISTRATION 
HAS BEEN LETHARGIC. 


The administration has done noth- 

ing to reorganize this or other 
branches of the federal government, 
in spite of campaign promises at the 
last three presidential elections. I 
propese to inaugurate a definite long- 
range plan for dealing with all 
phases of public health and welfare, 
which are a proper concern of the 
federal government. May I add that 
in the state of New York during the 
past four years we have accom- 
lished definite and practical results 
y co-ordinating and planning the 
work of the state. I cite as a simple 
example the public health program 
which is a part of my administra- 
tion, It has been referred to in other 
states as the most important cop- 
tribution to practical public health 
work during this generation. And 
all of this we have taken out of 
polities. 

The same principles can and should 
be applied to the health and welfare 
work of the federal government.

In closing, will you let me make 
an appeal to the entire country— 
an appeal with all my heart, with 
all my mind and with all my soul—

Responsibility for increase in 
crime and decrease in respect for 
law and practically total failure to 
achieve hoped-for results is attrib- 
uted to the present prohibition laws 
by the committee on criminality of 
the American Bar Association in a 
report submitted Wednesday to the 
annual convention of thé associa- 
tion in Washington. 

Emphasizing the growth of the 


criminal classes of the country, the 
report takes the position that ‘“‘pro- 
hibition brought about a condition 
of times and customs and law which 
made it easy for the gangster to 
obtain a large personal organization 
at a smail that it also 
brought about a demand for the 


risk, and 
services of outlaws such as we 
never had in this or any other 
country prior to prohibition.” 


Despite the hundreds of millions 
of dollars which have been spent by 
the government in the efforts to 
enforce the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead law, the commit- 
tee feels that there now exists “a 
general and widespread demand on 
the part of a large section of the 
American public for intoxicating 
liquor,” with few people, “if any,” 
considering violation of the dry 
Jaws as involving moral turpitude. 


The result, the committee holds, 
is that ‘‘not only do a great sec- 
tion of the American public look 
with approval upon the violation of 
the law itself, but those engaged

But the American authorities ad- 
mitted the possibility that British 
trade eventually might be benefited 
to that extent. They saw a threat 
to American commerce, also, when 
the British parliament takes action 
on the Ottawa agreements. = 

The principal American commodities 
expected to suffer as a result of the 
agreements are fresh fruit and canned 
and dried fruits, rather than wheat. 
The United States exports of fruit 
into Great Britain have amounted to 
$40.000,000 annually. 

Competition for Canadian markets 
between the United States and Great 
Britain is especially keen in chemi- 
cals, iron, steel and coal. 

American commercial observers de- 
clare that with the “cards stacked” 
by Ottawa, the United States can ex- 
pect to suffer restricted markets in 
these commodities. 


Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce, was quoted in 
Washington today as saying it would 
be impossible to determine the ex- 
tent to which United States exports 
might be affected by changes in the 
Canadian tariff until it was seen how 
Americans may act to offset possible 
disadvantages.

veterinary division. Attorneys for Tal- 
madge excepted and appealed to the 
high court. 

The commissioner, now governor- 
designate, in a brief comment on the 
court’s decision, said Thursday: 

“It is a well-studied and correct 
finding and in line with my interpre 
tation of the law all along. ‘The opin- 
ion clearly holds that the veterinary 
division is a part of the department 
of agriculture and that I have dis- 
cretionary powers as to that division's 


employes, their salaries and behavior. 


“I thoroughly examined the law be- 
fore 1 acted and the court now holds, 
as I jmterpret the opinion, that my 
action was within the law.” 

Subsequently, in diseussing the case 


with newspapermen, Talmadge called 


attention to a statement he made in 
practically all of his speeches ds a 
candidate for governor. It was: 

“Judge Jones may be right. It may 
be the law. If it is the law, I, as 
a law-abiding citizen, will abide by 
it but as governor I promise you that 
my first effort will be to repeal such 
an unjust law and one which so fla- 
grantly discriminates against the farm- 
ers of Georgia.” 

Lindsay Sees Remand. 

Paul Lindsay, chief of Sutton’s le- 
gal counsel, interpreted the opinion 
to mean that the high court had re- 
manded the case to Bibb for a hear- 
ing before a jury. Lindsay said ob- 
viously the high court held that Judge 
Jones had erred in granting an inter- 
locutory injunction. 

Concluding its lengthy opinion, 

which traced the laws governing the 
veterinarian’s office from the time it 
was established until the last reor- 
ganization act, the court said: 
_ “We hold that an interlocutory in- 
junction should not have been grant- 
ed upon the theory that the office of 
state veterinarian is subject to no 
supervision or control by the commis- 
sioner of agriculture but that the right 
to the injunction should have been de- 
termined upon the-question of wheth- 
er the commissioner was acting capri- 
ciously or arbitrarily or was otherwise 
guilty of an abuse of discretion in re- 
lation to the particular matters com- 
plained of in the petition.” 

Attorneys studying the epinion held 
that a determination of capricious or 
arbitrary conduct on the part of the 
commissioner would be a matter for a 
Telfair county jury and not for a 
judge of the superior court. | 
_ After reference to the reorganiza- 
tion law, and the supplemental budget 
act which required department heads 
to file their budget requests at the 
ere of each quarter, the court 
said: 

“It seems to have been the well- 
established practice that the commis- 
sioner himself shonld execute checks 
and vouchers for the payment of the 
salaries and other expenses incurred 
in each division of his department, 
including the office of state yeteri- 
narian. We think he is more than 
a mere sub-treasurer or disbursing 
agent for the other officials assigned 
to different duties in his department.

“The point is, however, that the 
case was decided in the court below 
upon a theory of law which neces- 
sarily excluded from consideration 
practically all of the evidence of the 
commissioner and resulted in the en- 
joining of at least some of the acts 
of the defendant, regardless of any 
weight which the trial judge, if he 
saw fit. might have given to the de- 
fendant’s testimony under a different 
view of the law. 

“. . Suffice it to say that the com- 
missioner is not without any discre- 
tionary supervision over the action of 
the veterinarian, as was contended by 
the veterinarian, and as was held by 
the trial judge. 

“Judgment reversed.”

On the 
spade Queen he threw his remaining 
high club and on the last spade lead 
West was helpless. He made his best 
play, the diamond 9, and Declarer 
made the very fine play of under- 
trumping with a small diamond. He 
now had left in his hand the dia- 
mond: King and <8, which could very 
successfully handle the Knave and 7 
which were left in the West hand.

TULANE LOSES. 
FOR GRID STAR © 
1927 Ruling on Pro Ath- % 


letics Bars Captain of 
Green Wave.

Nollie C, Felts, captain and full- 
back of the Tulane football team, 
Thursday -night was declared ineligi- 
ble for participation in intercollegi- 
ate athletics when the Southern con- 
ference executive committee, meeting 
here, unanimously agreed that the evi- 
dence at hand showed him to have 
played professional baseball in 1927. 
The decision was one which sus- 
tained the ruling made October 1 by 
C. P. Miles, president of the confer- 
ence, and was rendered after Tulane . 
had appealed the presidéent’s decision. 

The ruling which barred Felts from 
participation in intercollegiate ath- 
letics was based on a Southern con- 
ference rule of 1927, which read: 

“No student playing on a baseball 
team recognized by the national base- © 
ball commission shall be.eligible for 
or ef pare in intercollegiate ath- 
etics. 


MONEY NO FACTOR. 


. Felts had presented evidence in the 
form of affidavits seeking to show 
he had received no money, but it was 
evidently decided that this had no 
bearing on the case at all as the rule 
specifically banned any man who had 
played with a professional team. The 
official baseball records of 1927 
shdwed Felts to have played in 27 
games withthe Hattiesburg and Me- 
ridian clubs of the Cotton States 
league. 

lane presented Felts’ case through 
four representatives, Dr. Wilbur C. 
Smith, of the athletic association: 
Dr. R. L. Menuet, faculty chairman 
of athletics, and Professors D. S. El- 
liott and Douglas Anderson, of the 
Tulane academic faculty. 

There was no statement forthcom- 
ing from the Tulane committee. They 
had received the announcement be- 
fore it was given to the press. 

“We will meet with our athletic 
committee and give our report when 
we return to New Orleans Friday.” 
said Dr. Smith. “If there is any 
— to be made it will be made 
then.” 


HARMONIOUS. 


The meeting was almost entirely 
devoid of any dramatic denouements. 
The committee, composed of C. P. 
Miles, V. P. I.; A. H. Armstrong, 
Georgia Tech: C. L. Hare, Auburn; 
L. C. Glenn, Vanderbilt; Dean Slagle, 
Florida; A. W. Hobbs, North Caro- 
lina, and J. J. Doster, Alabama, met 
shortly after 5 o'clock Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 

At about 7:15 o’clock the Tulane 
committee presented its case. It re- 
quired one hour and 15 minutes for 
the presentation of the affidavits in 
the case and arguments accompanying 
them.

otel. 


STATEMENT. 


The statement of the executive com- 
mittee, which was given to the press, 
was positively all the comment the ex- 
ecutive members would make. It read: 

*““Whereas, new evidence has developed in 
the case of Nollie C. Felts since his case 
was originally esented to the executive 
committee of e Seuthern conference on 
March 1, 1930, at which time a ruling was 
made declaring him eligible, and whereas 
the new evidence proves conclusively that 
Nollie C. Felts signed a contract and played 
professional baseball with the Hatties 
and Meridian teams of the Cotton States 
league in 1927, thus violating article 13, 
section 7 of the 1927 by-laws of the South- 
ern conference, the executive committee at 
its meeting held in tlanta on October 
13, 1932, after having heard the case of 
Tulane as presented by Drs. Wilber C. 

, R. L. Menuet, D. 8. Ellicott and 
Douglas Anderson, vo unanimously to 
sustain the ru of President C. P. Miles 
declaring Nollie C. Felts ineligible for fur- 
ther participation in intercollegiate athletics 
in the Southern conference.’’ 


The article and rule referred to is 
the one which bars a student who has 
played with a professional baseball 
team recognized by the National base- 
ball commission. It existed in 1927. 

NO_APPEAL. 
_ There is no appeal from this rul- 
ing. 

The decision ends a case which has 
been reported about the conference for 
three years with no action being taken 
until October 1, 1932. Felts’ name 
appeared in the baseball record books 
of 1927, but Tulane, ruling on the 
case, declared Felts eligible because 
he had not taken money. The rule 
of 1927 makes no mention of money, 
but says simply that any student play- 
ing with a professional club shall be 
ineligible. There was no indication 
as to the identity of the person or 
persons presenting the charges. 

Tulane is expected to be one of 
the leaders in a move to create a new 
organization this winter. 

The barring of Felts strikes a se- 
vere blow ‘at the Tulane team. al- 
ready weakened by the loss of Fran- 
cis Payne, halfback, out with a 
broken collar bone.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The market open- 
ed unchanged to 6 points lower this morn- 
ing and developed a down trend immediste- 
ly after the call.

Today's de- 
cline also represented more than 4 per cent 
of the value of contracts as of the c¢,ose 
last Tuesday. 

The ease with which the market declined 
today is calculated to stimulate reaction- 
ary sentiment, but until there is evidence 
of weakening on the part of growers 
the south, we shail continue to faver the 
constructive side.

NEW YORK, ‘t. 13.—Witbh improved 
weather conditions over the cotton belt, 
there was a slow but steady increase in 
hedge selling which gradually brought about 
a moderate decline until eariy afternoon, 
when a considerable amount of liquidation, 
presumably for foreign account, made its 
appearance, carrying the market down to 
the 6.40-cent level for December. 

The principal buying was scatiered trade 
price fixations on limits as the market 
broke.
